DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on August 15, 2005 has been entered. 

Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longh 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In 
re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 27-30, 31-33, and 42 are provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
10,12-14,24-27, and 29-31 of copending Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0161170 in 
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view of Arnell (US 5,851,071) and Ausnit et al (US 2004/0136618). The claims of the published 
application teaches a bag having a string zipper at a top end actuated by a slider and a header, 
or flap, at a lower end of the bag, but does not set forth a second zipper at the bottom above the 
header. Arnell teaches it is known to provide a bag with a string zipper at a top end actuated by 
a slider and a header, or flap, at a lower end of the bag and a second non-reclosable string 
zipper at the bottom of the bag above the header. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to apply the teaching of a second 
non-reclosable string zipper at the bottom of the bag above the header of the published claims. 
Doing so ensures the integrity of the sealed package upon removal of the header. 

Regarding claim 9 and 10, the published claims do not recited specific structure of the 
slider to include a plow as in the claims the instant application. Ausnit teaches is it known to 
utilized a slider with a plow for ease of opening and reclosing the zipper. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to further apply the 
slider of Ausnit to the bag of the published claims for ease of using the reclosable zipper as is 
known in the art. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3,5-12,27-33 and 42 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejections under non-statutory double patenting set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion

disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
